SEVENTY-SIX
ACRES SELL 

"FOR $100,000
Long Beach, Redondo,

and Local Capitalists
Invest Here

Heading the real estate activities 
during the past week in Torrance, 
which, since its inception a few 
months ago, has attracted so much 
attention throughout Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, was the purchase of a 51- 
;aere tract by a syndicate of Long 
BeaCh and Torrance bankers and 
business men, and a 25-acre tract 
by Long Beach and Redondo men. 
Both of these tracts were purchased 
from the Dominguez Land Corpo­ 
ration fon a consideration of ap­ 
proximately $100,000.

Officials of the land company 
stated yesterday that within a short 
time virtually every acre of un- 
leased land owned by the corpora­ 
tion in the vicinity of Torrance 
would be sold. It is said that sev­ 
eral subdivision men were figuring 
on tracts in the unleased acreage, 
and that at any time they may be 
taken off the market.

From reliable sources it is 
learned that before Saturday night 
a realty deal of the greatest mag- 
nit ure will be closed involving the 
payment of a greater amount df 
money than has ever heretofore 
been expended by a single indi­ 
vidual or company.

Drill Soon

The tannual meeting of tho board 
of directors of the Torrance De­ 
velopment company was held Wed­ 
nesday night at Meinzer's Cafe, 
where matters affecting the com­ 
pany and a discussion of Its future 
plans were gone into. 

   The company was organized about 
four years ago for the purpose of 
assisting in the development of 
Torrance in general and the com 
pany's property near the Pacific 
Electric shops in particular. On 
the latter tract ten houses were 
erected and have been continuously 
rented since.

The directors'of the original com­ 
pany are Wallace Post, Hurtim 
Reev?, George W. Neil, W. E. Shel- 
hart, and A. G. Pruitt, all or whom 
attended Wednesday's banquet at 
the El Prado Cafe, where a nine- 
course dinner was served.

Oil men were busy throughout 
the week endoavoring to acquire 
new leases in the Torrance area, 
and indications were that the next 
few wks would see new companies 
drilling in the field. The Hub Oil 
company, which holds four leases 
within the city limits, will b« com­ 
pelled to start drilling within the 
next Hlxty days to hold one of the 
leases, a'nd 'has Indicated that it 
may start operations before the 
time limit expires. The Hub com­ 
pany has a number of wells to drill 
in the Signal Hill district, and is 
delaying drilling in Torrance until 
its hands are a 1 ft. tie freer.

At least eight of the wells being 
drilled in the Torrance field are ex­ 
pected to come in between now and 
December 25. Three new derricks 
mad their appearance last week. 
They were put up by the General 
Petroelum, Union, and Shell Oil 
companies. Drilling will be begun 
immediately.
